Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species A, drawn to Fig. 1 1 ; claims 1-9; 

Species B, drawn to Fig. 12+13; claims 10-21; and 

Species C, drawn to Fig. 14; claims 22-30. 

The Species are independent or distinct because: 

Species A, require removing the final mask; 

Species B, require forming a liftoff mask that is symmetrically disposed to cover 
the CPP GMR. 

Species C, require etching down to the level of the pinning layer. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic claims.
